Further, one of ordinary skill in the art 
lacked the requisite knowledge to perform such modification absent the present 
specification the level of ordinary skill shown by the prior art of record shows that all 
previous systems kept the anolyte and/or catholyte separate from the flow of the central 
compartment.
